3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record are U. S. Patent No. 6,359,959 to Butler et al. and U. S. Patent No. 
5,01 0,885 to Fink et al. None of the prior art alone or in combination teaches a method 
of obtaining a predetermined target soundwave field comprising: a training stage 
comprising: making a three dimensional image of bone barrier, from the image 
determining specific positions for the ultrasound transducer array; and simulating the 
propagation of ultrasonic waves and calculating sound signals to be generated by each 
transducer based on the simulation; a positioning stage comprising: positioning the

array of transducers on the bone barrier; perform echography using some of the 
transducers to locate position of transducers on the bone barrier; and refining the 
position of transducers based on the determining of location; and an imaging stage for 
imaging the region using a portion of the array of transducers.
